Bank Stocks Said to Have Been Counter- 
feited by Cashier Thomson. 


Behind the attachment suit which Mrs. 
Cornelia Sandborn brought against 
the property of the absconded cashier lies 
astory which has not heretofore been told. 
Some time since Mr. Thomson applied to Mrs. 
Sandborn for a loan of $6,000 which she then 
had on deposit at the Provident Savings Bank, 
and offered as security stock of the 
Provident Bank. She consulted with Mr. C. W. 
Barstow, her brother-in-law, on the matter, 
and as he considered the gecurity good ad- 
She did so 
and placed the collateral certificates of 
stock in her private box, which has been 
kept in the vaults of the Provident Bank for 
years.

She called at the bank on Monday and asked 
for her box, which was given her. She opened 
it; removed the certificates and left.

Thomson Making Inquiries as to the Best 
5 Route to Toronto, 


All indications thus far observed go to show 
that the Wabash ticket office at Olive and Fifth 
streets was the last place at which Thomson 
was seen. Mr. F. E. G. Carr, of the firm of 
Orr & Linsley, says that he saw the cashier in 
the ticket office as late as 11 o’clock Monday 


morning. Mr. Carr had gone on pri- 
vate business to a=: lawyer’s of- 
fice on Pine street on the day 


mentioned and as he was passing the south- 
east corner of Fifth and Olive he glanced into 
the Wabash office. Ashedid sohe observed 
Thomson standing near the window with his 
Thomson saw 
Mr. Carr and bowed to him, Mr. Carr return- 
ing the salute. There wasasmall crowd in 
the office atthe time, which was, Mr. Carr 
says, between ll and 12 o’clyck. 

A. D. Cunningham, Secretary of the Belcher 
Sugar Refinery, says he saw Thomson atthe 
Wabash office Saturday afternoon at5 o’clock 
and that he and Thomson hada long conver- 
sation together about the routes running to 
Canada and Eastern points. Thom- 
son advised Cunningham totake the Wabash 
route to Detroit and thence to 
Toronto and said it was the bestroute. More 
talk on this head followed and Thomson ad- 
dressed a number of inquiries touching on the 
same matter to Olarence Ingraham, tbe local 
passenger agent of the Wabash Road. He de- 
parted, however, without purchasing a ticket 
and Mr. Cunningham left him at the bank into 
which the cashier entered. ; 

Mr. Ingraham, the local agent, . he has 
no recollection of Thomson heing in the office 
at either of the times mentioned above. He 
might have been in, but the office was 80 very 
crowded on both Saturday and Monday that it 
would be most likely that no epecial attention 
had been paid him. 

If Thomson purchased a ticket for Toronto 
on the Wabash route Monday, he would prob- 
ably have left on the evening train which 
leaves the city at 6:25 and arrives at Toronto 
at 7:45 the next evening, about twenty-four 
hours’ ride. The tickets were sold at a special 
rate of $12.50 on Saturday and Monday, the 
reduction having been made to accommodate 
pastenenss desiring to attend the conclave of 
he Knights of hias, held at Toronto. 
Thomson might have bought in the rush, as 
several hundred were sold and no record kept 
of the purchasers. .

A SECOND PETITION. 


The Subject of Liability of Directors 


Strongly Put. 
Rufus J. Delano, attorney for Lewis W. 
Manning, filed this afternoon a second inter- 
vening petition in court as follows: 


In the mat of the receivership of the Prov- 
ident Savings’ Bank, State of Missouri, City 
of St. Louis, in the Circuit Court of St. 
Louis, June term, A. D. 1886. 4 


Now comes Petitioner Lewis W. Manning 
and files this, his intervening petition 
in the above entitled cause, and 
states: That on the 10th day of July, 
1886, the directors and managers of the 
Provident Savings Bank, who are specially 


mentioned in the application for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver therein, became personally 
cognizant of the fact one of their officers, A. 
B. Thomson, a person who was specially 
trusted with the charge of the funds of the 
bank had committed forgery for the purpose 
of securing a personal loan from the said 
bank; that they had thereby sufficient knowl- 
edge in their trust capacity to the depositors 
by which access to the money of the 
suid bank should be denied the cashier; 
that thereafter they permitted the said 
cashier and officer of, said bank to retain the 
keys by whicn he had access tothe money 
and permitted him in violation of their trust 
duties to the depositors to abscond and em- 
bezzle withthe sum of $15,000, that upon the 
sajd 10th day of July, 1886, and prior thereto 
said directors and managers of the said bank 
had full knowledge of the insolvent 
condition of said bank and of its ina- 
bility to meet its obligations; that 
thereafter on the l4th day of July, 1886, at 
about lO a, m., this petitioner, relying upon 
the solvent condition of the said bank and 
having full faith in the integrity of its di- 
rectors, did deposit in said bank a check upon 
it for the sum ot $2,311.45; that it was the duty 
of said directors and their employes to notify 
your petitioner of the failing condition of said 
bank, by which he would not 
have been defrauded into depositing 
said sum of money in their 
care and possession; that said directors and 
manager and theiremployes did dishonestly, 
fraudulently and illegally receive said sum of 
2,311.45, and now retain and withhold it from 
your petitioner; that he had been informed by 
the said officers and employes that said sum of 
money was by them treated as a special de- 
posit, and when reeeived was not deposited in 
the general fund; that on the loth day of 
July, 1886, the receiver, Wm. H. Thompson, 
did file a motion in this court asking permis- 
sion to repay certain deposits made July 14, 
but that this petitioner was not included 
therein. 

Wherefore, petitioner states that he has, by 
the action of the said officers and employes, 
been defrauded of the said. sum, and that the 
said bank has received no title therato. 

Petitioner prays that this court make an 
order herein requiring the said receiver to pay 
to him immediateiy the said sum of $2,311.45.

F. MEETING OF THE DIRECTORS. 


They Want the Depositors to Be Reassured— 
What They Say. 


A meeting of some. of the directors of the 
Provident gavings Bank, occurred 
at the office of Mr. Ben 8. 
Adams, No. 500 North Third street to- 
day at noon, which they stated was accidental 
andinformal. ‘There were present Messrs. 
Mullen, Scott, Swain, Adams and their attorney 
Judge W. C. Jones, The consultation lasted 
perhaps an hour, at the conelusion of 
which they were seen by a reporter 


of the Post-Dispatcn. The gentlemen were 
all indisposed to be interviewed, as they said 
that the case had been pretty thoroughly cov- 
ered, and any further newspaper comment 
would only tend to keep alive an excitement 
that was unnecessary. The more quickly they 
explained that the fever was allowed to sub- 
side the earlier the receiver would be able to 
perform his duties and those interested get 
the money due them. The matter as far as its 
adjustment was concerned > was 
in the receiver’s hands and they 
felt the greatest confidence in his 
ability. The attention of the gentlemen was 
called to the fact that insinuations were cur- 
rent that they had known of the weakness of 
the bank previous to the flight of the cashier, 
and that after his leaving there had been delay 
in taking the proper steps for his arrest. In 
explanation of this Mr. Mullen said that he 
had had no suspicions of Mr, Thomson until 
when he noticed that he

I 
went directly to the deposit of the reserve 
fund, $40,000, and looked at it. Ihad helped 
to count it twice during the past 
year. I did not say as a 
morning paper reports me that I had counted 
it myself, but I had helped to count it. I was 
very much relieved when I saw the package in 
the vault. A closer inspection, however, 
showed that $15,000 had been taken.’’ 

What was the occasion of the delay after 
this discovery in taking the necessary steps to 
get Thomson?’’ 

We set at once to look over the books. We 
were so busy that it never- occurred to us to 
make 2 tor his arrest. On 
Tuesday we discovered a shortage amount- 
ing to $40,000, and the * legal 
steps were begun to place the bank in the 
hands of the receiver. We naturally sup- 
posed that the Police Department would look 
after the cashier.’’

We have employed two attorneys, Judge 
Adams to handle the civil branch of the pros- 
ecution and Judge W. C. Jones to pursue him 
criminally. Everything will be done to find 
him and bring him back.’’ 

Has anything new been discovered about 
the defalcation? Are the figures any greater 
than first announced?’’ 

That matter is in the hands of the receiver. 
He places it at $43,000 and our information is 
from the same source as his. 

The reporter then asked the gentlemen if 
there was anything further that the Post-Dis- 
PATOH could add to its report. They replied 
that nothing was lacking to make its report 
complete but all joined in a request that the 
public and the depositors be assured that their 
money would be all returned in due time. 

JUDGE WM. C. JONES, 

whois conducting the eriminal proceedings 
against Mr. Thomson, said that everything 
possible was being done to find him. Detect- 
ives haa been employed and information 
asked for through the regular police channels. 
As soon as the fugitive was located hewould be 
arrested and the proper steps taken for his 
return. 

»The directors are in earnest,’’ said the 
Judge. ‘‘My instructions are to spare no 
pains or expense toget him. And I have been 
told that whenever they are dissatisfied with 
the prosecution of the hunt for him that the 
matter will be taken out of my hands.’’ 

Judge Jones explained the report that ne had 
said the cashier would be back inside of 
two weeks by saying that the remark had 
been based upon his private judgment of 
the man and was his impression. It was not 
based upon any item or fact connected with 
the bank’s business, but upon his individual 
estimatimate of Mr. Thomson’s character. 
The directors and receiver place no faith in 
Judge Jones’ opinion.

Why Did the Directors Declare a Recent 
0 Dividend? 


The directors of the Provident but recently, 
declared a semi-annual dividend of 3 per cent. 
The following section of the Revised Statutes

should occur by reason of the payment of 
such dividend. When the capital stock shail 
have become impaired to the extent.of 25 per 
cent thereof by reason of bad loans or other- 
wise, such corporation shall cease to do busi- 
ness unless such capital stock shall have been 
made good by assessment in sixty days, or re- 
duced equal to the fmpairment.

WILL BE INVESTIGATED. 


The Grand-Jury’s Attention to Be Called to 
the Directors, 


That steps would be taken to have the case 
of Thomson’s forgery and embezzlement 
brought before the Grand-jury was mentioned 
in the Post-DISPATCH yesterday, but this will 
not end the duty of the Grand-juryin the bank 
failure. The attention of the jurymen will be 
called to the directors and officers of the bank 
on the subject of their criminal lability in re- 
ceiving deposits after the embezzlement and 
the insolvency of the bank were known. In all 
likelihood Circuit Attorney Clover will do this 
of his own motion but it he does not it will be 
done by outside parties who will demand an 
investigation and will give information which 
the Grand-jury cannot overlook. The matter 
will be brought before this body in the imme- 
diate future. The law under which the bank 
officers are held responsible in a case of this 
kind was given fully in yesterday’s paper. 


Another Connection. 


Almon B. Thomson was the local -treasurer 
of the Mutual Trust Fund Life Association of 
New York, and it is not known in what shape 
he left the affairs ot that company. There are 
said to be between four hundred and five 


hundred members in the city insured 
for sums ranging from one thou- 
sand to ten thousand dollars. 
The association has no right to work in this 
State, being unauthorized by the Insurance 
Department. It has its offices in New York, 
and secures business by direct application 
from the home office to a _ probable 
client by letter. Like most companies it had 
a local treasurer, who received and transiit- 
ted payments on assessments, after the manner 
of local agents of authorized companies.

When thousands 
of men and women are thus induced to en- 
trust their little savings to the 
custody of the bank to the amount of 
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manifest a confidence in those gilt-edged 
gentlemen which is certainly entitled to 
some return. If this return does not take 
the shape of.the faithful vigilance, con- 
servative supervision and solvency 
they were led to expect, it should 
at least take the shape of courte- 
ous explanation with full information 
to those who are most interested 
in knowing the nature, extent and causes 
of the bank’s failure. When itsdoors are 
closed and their money locked up for an 
indefinite time, and perhaps forever, 
under circumstances refiecting on the 
very men in whom they confided, it is 
rather strange that those mten should let 
nearly a week elapse without offering 
a word in extenuation of what seems 
to outsiders irregular and suspicious 
if not unlawful, in the course pursued by 
the directors after discovering that the 
bank would have to close on account of 
the fugitive Cashier’s forgeries and long 
practiced embezzlements. This unneces- 
sary delay isnot only a cruel torture to 
the victimized depositors, but is very in- 
jurious to the reputations of the directors, 
who are looked to for a satisfactory ex- 
planation of their own conduct, even if 
they cannot issue a satisfactory statement 
of the bank’s condition.

ENFORCING LAWS. 


The District Attorney who prosecuted 
the boycotters is reminded by the New 
York WORLD that a little of the same zeal 
and energy which he manifested in bring- 
ing poor and ignorant men to punishment 
might be as effectively employed against 
wealthy tax-dodgers who evade their just 
share of taxation by felonious methods, 
and also against the railroad corporations 
that violate the law by stock-watering, 
etc. ‘‘Capitalists who black-list, oppress 
and maltreat their employes,’’ says the 
WORLD, “should be dealt with by the 
‘‘courts as relentlessly as the misguided 
men who believe that they have a right 
to boycott a man’s business out of exist- 
e nne.“ 

It seems to be time for some one to in- 
fuse a spirit of impartiality into the en- 
forcement of the laws of New York. The 
identical statutes against coercion and 
conspiracy to injure or obstruct a man in 
his business, which have just been en- 
forced with such vigor and eclat against 
ignorant laborers, have notoriously never 
been put in force against other classes 
conspicuously guilty of worse violations 
of the law. A New York undertaker 
named CaDEN has been broken up and 
ruined in his business by an Undertakers' 
Association to which he once belonged, 
for cutting the rates fixed by that Associ- 
ation. His employes were forced to 
leave him or be blacklisted by that 
Association, and dealers in his line of 
goods were forced to quit selling to him or 
lose the trade of the powerful combination 
that had undertakeh to drive him out of 
business. Both the letter and the spirit 
of the law are continually violated 
by suck combinations in New York, 
but the first prosecution against 
any other boycotters than laborers is yet 
to be heard of. The railroad pools and 
all business combinations that combine to 
coerce traders, to suppress free competi- 
tion or to carry out any programme in 
restraint of trade, are obviously the 
worst boycotters in the business, and it is 
folly to suppose we can suppress boycot- 
ting in behalf of wage-workers while we 
permit it in the interest of their mas- 
ters. 

The laws of this country recognize no 
privileged classes and the administrators 
that dosoare making mischief. When- 
ever it becomes apparent that our penal 
laws are to be enforced only against the 
poor and weak, and that the rich or in- 
fluential are to be a law unto themselves, 
the harvest of anarchy will soon ripen 
and armed mobs will spring up from the 
dragon’s teeth which the favdred few will 
have sown.

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INCOME TAX FOR PENSIONS. 

One of the heavy-weight weeklies of the 
Kast insists that the people will never 
stand another income tax, whether for 
pensions or anything else not absolutely 
necessary for self-preservation. Its faith 
in the people’s unconquerable aversion to 
that form of taxation is built upon the 
fact that the income tax imposed during 
the war became ‘‘intensely unpopular’? 
for the following reasons: 

The process was inquisitorial to a degree 
that would be impossibie to any European 
country but Turkey ; the assessors had power 
to investigate a man’s business, look through 
all his books, examine his bank account, put 
spies on his track, bribe his clerks, question 
his wife and even examine his bureau drawers 
on suspicion that he owned more gold watches 
than were accounted for on his personal re- 
turn. The assessor thus became possessor of 
every man's business secrets—for every man 


stands. Ireland, Scotland, Wales, and 


has some—and unless the official were ideally 


} hateful than that one was. 


man in his community. Selling information, 
also, about business firms to their rivals was 
quite a flourishing business in those days: that 
revenue, assessors really did it was. never 
proved, we believe, but it is known that if any 
house wanted to know what was rp finan- 
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cial strength or weakness Of a competitor, it 
did not cost much to find out in a yOundabout 
way that took in at least some ef the asses- 
sor’s assistants. 

This was certainly sufficient to raise a 
storm of opposition, but there were other 
things tending to make that income tax 
odious. Nota few of the people who op- 
posed it were opposed to the party that 
levied it and to the war on account of 
which. it was levied. Moreover, human 
ingenuity could not have imposed an in- 
come tax more unjust, oppressive and 
Its like is not 
seen in England, where a large part of the 
revenue is derived from the surplus in- 
comes of the wealthy, who afe most able to 
contribute to the support of the Govern- 
ment, but who would otherwise contribute 
leAst. Our income tax was an unjust 
double tax upon.the very classes that were 
already paying nearly all of the other 
taxes. It was a tax upon the yearly earn- 
ings of labor and small business ventures. 
It took the same per cent from the pro- 
ceeds of the small. farmer’s wheat crop as 
from the. great capitalist’s princely in- 
come, and while it did not touch the great 
bondholder’s income at all it left the 
farmer less than enough to meet his other 
heavy taxes and the necessary expenses 
of his family. In towns and cities it took 
a large slice out of salaries and business 
earnings too small to support comfortably 
the families of poor clerks, mechanics and 
shop-keepers. ; 

Because such a law was “intensely un- 
popular” it does not follow that a gradu- 
ated tax upon large inheritances and upon 
fixed incomes, large beyond the wants of 
any family, would be equally so. A sum 
sufficient to pay a large part of our pen- 
sion list might be raised by means of an 
income tax which would not be felt at all 
in business circles, nor by nine-tenths of 
the people upon whom the bulk of the taxes 
now fall. a 

— OS — — 

THE Prohibitionists of Mississippi, like 
those of some other States, are anxious to 
introduce a medical department into the 
public schools, in which hygiene and 
physiology shall be taught, and ‘‘special 
“prominence given tothe effect of alcoholic 
“stimulants and narcotics upon the human 
‘‘system.”” It cannot be denied that these 
departments of knowledge are good in 
themselves, and it would be easy to 
enumerate dozens of others which 
it would be well for school children 
to master if they had the time. But 
the free schools cannot be taken up with 
so much unnecessary and collateral mat- 
ter. They mugt be chiefly devoted to 
tuition in practical and necessary in- 
struction, and they would not be serving 
their proper purpose if they should be 
even partially converted into primary 
medical schools. The cause of temper- 
ance has enough to commend it without 
resorting to the unwarranted device pro- 
posed by the Prohibitionists of Mississippi.

AVENGED BY THE LAW. 


Dacey, the Murderer of Alderman Gaynor, 
Hanged at Woodstock, III. 


WoopstTock, III., July 16.—James Dacey, 
the murderer of Alderman Michael Gaynor of 
Chicago, was hanged here at 12:35 p. m. to- 
day. He made no speech and was moderately 
composed, though during the morning he 
screamed almost continuously and had his 
limbs bound to prevent his making an assault 
on any of his attendants. 


DACEY’S CRIME. 

A political feud in the ‘‘Bloody Ninth’’ 
WwW of Chicago, noted for the bitterness with 
which its Aldermanic elections have been 
carried on, resulted in the murder of 
Alderman Michael Gaynor by James ang he 
Dacey was a ‘‘worker’’ ofsome reputation in 
the ward. He had always been one of Gay- 
nor’s firmest adherents, and the two were 
good friends until Alderman John Foley died 
and the time came to choose his suc- 
cessor. Dacey wanted James Mur- 
ray, a plumber, to have the nomination, but 
Gaynor took 5 the cause of W. F. Mahoney. 
The fight which followed was bitter in the ex- 
treme. The primaries were held a week before 
the regular election and Dacey was so abusive 
at the polls that Gaynor had him arrested and 
locked up. Next day he was fined and his 
hatred of the Alderman increased. He is said 
to have made the threat that if Murray was 
beaten atthe election ‘‘somebody would be 
killed.’’ He was an eccentric fellow and no- 
body thought that he would carry the threat 
into execution. 

Mahoney was successful at the election, 
which occurred on May 13, 188. That night 
Gaynor, the successful candidate, and a num- 
ber of other politicians were drinking in 
Foley’s saloon on South Halstead street. As 
— stood at the bar, Dacey entered. He 
walked up to Gaynor and offered his hand. I 
won’t shake hands with you, said the Alder- 
— 2 „ dut you can drink with us if you 
wish.’’ 

With this remark Gaynor turned laughingly 
away. For a second Dacey stood motionless. 
Then he drew a revolver from his pocket and 
fired a bullet into the back of Gaynor’s head. 
The wound proved fatal. After eleven days of 
intense suffering Gaynor died. The feeling 
was | strong 2 Dacey and he was se- 
creted by the police, and through the inter- 
vention Of his attorneys was given atrial here. 
Dacey was convicted of murder, but the orig- 
inal sentence was stayed to determine the 
question of his sanity. He was adjudged sane 
by a medical commission and it was ordered 
that he should be hanged to-day.

MISS MILLER’S PLIGHT. 


An Old Maid’s Fondness for Cats Gets Her 
Into Trouble.

New YorK, July 16.—Miss Hannah Miller, 50 
years of age, isa teacher of French and Ger- 
man in Grammar School No. 78, corner of One 
Hundred and Nineteenth street and Pleasant 
avenue, and lives alone in the lower part of 
the large frame house No 417 Pleasantavenue, 
next to the corner of One Hundred and Twen- 
ty second street.

Guy, who live in the house No. 415 Pleasant 
avenue, hate these animals. I've seen cats 
of all kinds, said Mr. Guy to the 
PosT-DISPATCH correspondent yesterday, 
„hut Miss Miller's animals lay over 
anything I ever heard of or saw in my life. A 
comfortable night’s rest in this neighborh 
is an impossibility, and if something isn’t 
done in this cat matter I will have to pack up 
and move. Miss Miller has not more than 
seven or eight cats now, but they are nearly 
all fine, sleek specimens of the gentler sex 
and, in consequence, have numerous admirers 
who call nightiy and sing their love songs in 
chorus from the fences. These gentlemen 
cats also come around in the daytime and Miss 
Miller, through the kindness of her heart, does 
not discriminate between them and herown 
and feeds them ali. Ifany of them happen to 
et around too late for the feast, they ea 
dead set for my kitchen and get away with 
what they can find. Last Sunday one of those 
tomcats 
STOLE A FINE PORTERHOUSE STEAK, 
which we had got for breakfast. The small 
boys pelt the cats with stones, and windows 
in my house are broken daily. 
Mr. Guy then took the reporter outona 
jazza at the rear of his house and showed 
im a small structure, similar to a R eon 
coop, which stood in a corner of Miss Miller’s 
yard. ‘‘The house,’’ he said, ‘‘was put out 
there for the accommodation of stray cats 
who get locked out and are tramps. I under- 
stand itis filled with straw bedding and affords 
an excellent shelter.’’Several other people liv- 
ing in the vicinity told much the same story as 
Mr. Guy. Miss Miller received the reporter in 
a cosy little parlor, the wails of which were 
covered with photographs of cats. There 
were cats of all colors and shades, big eats 
and little cats, cats in 2 and tiger cats. 
Like most old maids, Ihave a mania for 
animals, she said pleasantly. ‘‘Cats are 
my favorites because they are persecuted like 
old maids. I don’t see why my neighbors de- 
sire to annoy me on account of my weakness. 
I have but five cats and they are well bebaved 
and sleep in the celiar at night. I had seven 
cate up to July 5, when two elegant creatures 
were kidnapped. It is true that I do feed some 
oor cats occasionally, but I am a 
Jhristian woman and would not even 
turn a hungry cat away from my 
door.

WEARING GROTESQUE HEADS. 

Marc Antony accompanied the cortege 
and began his speech with Brutus 
standing in the wings disguised as a 
citizen. When Mare said ‘‘Friends, Romans, 
countrymen,’’ Brutus hissed ‘‘Chestnuts,’’ 
and had to be removed. When Marc said he 
had come to bury Cesar, not to praise him, 
Robert Frazer, the clown, who was likewise 
the corpse, rose from the bier and made a 
kick, but the mob prevailed upon him to re- 
turn to his couch and be a good corpse. When 
Marc said in irony that Brutus was an honora- 
ble man, the mob protested with ‘‘Nixey.’’ 
Then Mr. Anthony was rasb enough to venture 
upon the cause of Cœsar's death, and said that 
if Cesar had stolen Brutus’ gags, he had been 
sufficiently punished and there was no 
necessity for slaying him. Brutus, 
who overheard this assertion, stepped 
forward and characterized it as ‘‘sarcasm,’’ 
with the accent onthe asm. Marc came down 
from the rostrum to fling the insinuation back 
in Brutus’ teeth. Friends in the mob restrained 
them from eating each other, and while the 
were making desperate efforts to get at eac 
other Cmser’s corpse, which had been lying 
cosily on its right side on the bier, winking 
comically at the leader of the orchestra, 
bounded to its feet and said that as no harm 
had been done it forgave them both, and 
wound up by giving them the usual dramatic 
benediction: ‘‘Bleas you, my children; bless 
Dancan music ensued and as the cur- 
Brutus and Marc Antony were doing 
some li kicking and the Roman mob were 
joining in a ‘‘shindig.’’

PHELPS’ PLIGHT. 


A WEALTHY. MAN’S INFATUATION FOR A 
PRETTY SEAMSTRESS. 


John W. Phelps’ Elopement with Fannie 
Thayer—A Reconciliation with the Aban- 
doned Wife and Second Desertion— 
Fraudulent Divorce Proceedings—A Big- 
amous Marriage. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. I., July 16.—Detective 
Hartman of Chicago yesterday morning en- 
tered the office of John W. Phelps, Superin- 
tendent of the Fishkill Landing Water-works, 
and arrested him on the chargeof bigamy. 
Hartman says “that. in 1876 Phelps lived in 
Springfield, Mass., and was presidentof a 
railroad. In 1865 he married Helen E. Clark, 
at Northampton, and in 1876 they lived in one 
of the finest houses in Springfield. 
The wife employed a sewing girl 
named Fanny Thayer. She was hand- 
some and vivacious, and Phelps, becoming 
infatuated with her, ran away with her to 
Paris, remaining there two years. While 
there he sent for his wife, to effect, if possible, 
a reconciliation. They met in Liverpool. She 
returned to America without him, but he fol- 
lowed and went back to his home in 
Springfield. A child had been 
born to him by Fanny Thayer in 
Paris. Phelps lived with his wife again long 
enough to get her to sign away the Springfield 
home and then deserted her, taking Miss 
Thayerto Maryland, where Phelps and his 
father, Willis Phelps, an old railroad con- 
tractor, were building a railroad. From 
Maryland Phelps and his paramour went to 
Fargo in 1881, and, unknown to his wife, 
began a divorce suit, asserting in his affidavit 
that he did not know his wife’s whereabouts, 


when the fact was that he had met her a few 
days before at the Grand Pacific Hotel, Chi- 
cago. He secured a decree of divorce. His 
wife, learning the fact, procured the services 
of Detective Hartman. The detective went to 
Fargo, employed ex-Gov. Austin as counsel, 
and in January, 1882, the divorce was set aside 
on the ground of perjury, conspiracy and 
fraud. helps had gone to St. Paul with 
Fanny Thayer and married her, and then took 
her to Washington, where they learned that 
THE DIVORCE HAD BEEN SET ASIDE. 
They at once started for Canton,in the back 
woods of Dakota, and Phelps another 
divorcee proceeding. Detective Hartman had 
aman on Phelps’ track. The second civorce 
suit came up for trial and Phelps did not ex- 
pect any opposition. At the opening of the 
court, however, Judge me formerly United 
States District Attorney in Chicago, arose and 
told the Court that he represented Helen B. 
Phelps, who was the legal wife of John W. 
Phelps, and that she was ready for trial. 
This wasa bombsbell, and the case on the 
— of Phelps was at once adjourned and 
as not come up since. 

Then Pheips went to St. John, N. B., with 
Fanny Thayer and remained there until re- 
cently, when they came to New York. Two 
months ago the legal wife of Phelps 
accidently met him on Fourteenth 
street and attempted to follow him, but los- 
ing track of him she wrote to Detective Hart 
man asking him tocome to New York and help 
find her husband. The detective came East 
and finally learned that Phelps was superin- 
tendent of the Fishkill Landing Water-works. 
Phelps cameto Fishkill Landing about four 
months ago with his alleged wife and one 
child, a little girl about 10 years old. He pro- 
cured board at Dr. Young’s house, where he 
has since resided. He is a large man and 
veighs 190 Or 200. His office is in the Members’ 

ulidipg, Fishkill Landing, where he was ar- 
rested. People at the nding say he is a 
‘quiet, gentlemanly man and very attentive to 
business. His alleged wife, Fanny Thayer, is 
ayoungish, handsome woman. Phelps bas a 
son by his first wife, who has just graduated 
from Yale College. The father ofthe accused 
man died at Springfield two years o, and 
left a will giving his son ng Ty oO isa 
wealthy citizen of Minnesota, $250,000. To his 
son John W. he ueathed the same amount 
in trust, and the will provides that under no 
consideration shall anv part ofthe money go 
to Fanny Thayer. The willis now being con- 
tested by Phelps in the Massachusetts courts.

Buren entered Phelps’ office yesterday morn- 
ing the latter was writing letters. He recog- 
nized the detective and plainly evinced sur- 
prise. The officer made known his business 
and Phelps replied: ‘‘Well, lam ready to go, 
but I would like to see a lawyer first, and yo to 
the bouse and change my clothes and get some 
papers. The detective allowed him to go in 
charge of Van Buren. Phelps secured the serv- 
ices of Lawyer H. H. Hustis of Fishkill Land- 
ing, and it was dthat all should appear 
before some judge in this city in the 
afternoon. Phelps was ned before Judge 
Guernsey in the County Court. Detective 
en goog showed a requisition from Gov. Hub-
